. This exhibition is open to any stamp or cover 


collector regardless of society affiliation. All 
material exhibited in competition must be the 
property of the exhibitor. 


. The committee reserves the right to reject any 


exhibit in part or whole and to determine the 
propér class (section) even if different from 
that selected by the exhibitor on the Official 
Entry Form. 


. The frame size is 36 inches wide by 48 inches 


high arranged in four horizontal divisions, each 
12 inches high. Each frame will hold 16 pages, 
9 x 12 inches. Larger pages must overlap. 


. Exhibits are limited to 5 frames of 16 pages 


each. The fee of $5.00 for each frame or part 
thereof used by each exhibitor must be received 
with the signed entry form. If more than one 
exhibit is entered, exhibitor must fill out a sep- 
arate form for each exhibit. 


. The Exhibition Committee reserves the right to
